1 said, that the sun never shone on any 
land nor quickened it to the production 
of anything that could even bcjffn to 
think of being one-half as good as the 
muplo sugar that Schohnvie county 
boiled do\\ n out of its sap, or the maple 
(-imp that Hhohnrie county got out of 
its sugar, or the maple wax that we 
pulled out of both of 'em. But that \\a» 
before I got over into Otsrgo county. 
Vfhen I struck a sug-aring-off of Otsego 
county's first run of sap I had to admit 
(hat I had neve r known before what sap 
could really be made to glvo up. But 
by and by I was domiciled in Delaware 
county. Then I stood up and declared 
that I uad found out nt last what maple 
sugar really was. i began to think that 
whatever of excellence there was in the 
ample sugar of Shoharie and Otsego 
counties was due to the curcumBtanees 
of their contiguity to Delaware county, 
and I reflected on how fortunate Scho- 
haric arid Otsego were to be there. 


"As a matter of fact, now that I am 


reminded of it by 'the census we have 
just taken of this season's yield oJ 
maple sugar in those three counties, 
and found that it isn't far from 1,000,- 
000 pounds, I don't suppose there is any 
difference sit nil in the quality of the 
sugar rnndo in all that particular maple 
belt extending from the Delaware coun- 
ty Catskillb on the south through Heho- 
harie and Otscgo ,'nil Hito Cortland 
county, this 
state, and embracing 


Wayne aud Susquchanna counties, in 
Pennsylvarua. If the sugar makers of 
that belt would only give the attention 
to this business and apply to it the sys- 
tematic methods that have made the 
products of the Vermont maples world 
iarnous, they would soon be as famous 
•is their brethren in Vermont. As it is, 
their product ranks second in the mar- 
ket to that of the Green Mountain state. 
Anyhowi a million pounds of maple 
sugar from a spring's running of sap 
in three counties isn't so bad.

ARTIFICIAL-LIMB BUSINESS. 


The Wr.r TvllU Simln Had Xo ICffce* 


-~Some Improvement* Re- 


cently Made. 


The only wounded soldier of the late 


war who has readied Now York and 
been supplied with an artificial leg was 
a member of the Astor buttery, says the 
New York 
Commercial Advertiser. 


During the civil war 40,000 men were 
deprived of limbs, and in the recent 
war only 30, half of whom met with 
their losses cither in camp or on war 
vessels, not'in action. 


Tho manufacture of artificial limbs 


baa been developed rapidly of late; one 
firm alone in this eity has on its books 
the names of 70,000 persons who haie 
been or are to be supplied with artifi- 
cial limbs. 


The proprietor of one, of the largest 


manufactories in this eity said recent- 
ly: "Wars have very little effect on our 
business. The railroads nre the great- 
est destroyers of life and limb, not ex- 
cepting disease. 1 find that 100,000 per- 
sons ore killed or maimed yearly on the 
railroads of the United States alone, 
principally employes, a very small per- 
eqntapre being pnssengers. Up to this 
time the manufacture of 
artificial 


limbs has been considered a local in- 
dustry, but so great a degree of perfer- 
ticfti has:beeu attained that New York 
manufacturers are shipping to all parts 
of the world." 


Recent improvements are the rubber 


hand and foot. The ductile fingers are 
made of Norway iron, the most malle- 
able of metals, which enables the per- 
son wearing the hand to have it easily 
assume any position. 
The improved 


foot has a spring mattress embodied in 
the rubber, which gives it greater elas- 
ticity, durability and natural action 
than those with articulated joints used 
formerly.

MYSTERIOUS ISLANDS 


Little Dots of Land in the Pacific 


That Are Hard to Find. 


Cllpperton, Whole Ovrner.lilp H 


Been Claimed by Four Conn- 


trie*, at La»t Definitely 


Located. 


Sfuch attention has been'given of late 


to what we may call the strange case 
of Clipperton island. It is not more 
than three miles in circumference, and 
it lies in the western Piicific something 
like 800 miles west of Mexico. In the 
wide expanse of the Pacifin ocean it 
shows like a mere speck, so small as 
to be of no value, seemingly, save as 
a refuge for a few of the army of beach 
combers "who have burst all bounds 
of habit and have wandered far away" 
In the course of their downward prog- 
ress. But the ownership of Clippecton 
Island has of late been claimed by no 
fewer than four countries—Mexico, the 
United States, France and Greiit Brit- 
ain; and when it is added that the is- 
land ia a favorite haum of sea birds, 
and that many tons of valuable guano 
are waiting to be picked up, the reason 
for this unwonted solicitude, even in 
nn era of land-grabbing, will be np- 
parent. 


Clipperton island is of interest in an 


other direction. It is one of those nu 
merous stretches of land set in the 
midst of the seas, sunny and otherwise 
which, after their first discovery, for 
many j'ears elude all endeavors to lo 
cnte them again. It has now been, at 
it were, nailed down in one particular 
spot in the ocean—that is to say, itf 
exact position has been finally deter 
mined by warships sent out for the ex 
press purpose of searching lor it and 
settling all doubts as to its existence— 
nnd the only thing remaining now is 
that the question of ownership shoulc 
be settled. It Happens that there is 
another island about 400 miles BOutli 
west of Clipperton, and rich in the 
same deposits that make that place 
worth possessing, for which adventur- 
ous miners are at this moment looking 


As late as July lust a vessel namec 


Moonlight left AltRta, Mexico, on 
voyage in search of this latest mysteri- 
ous island, and spent 52 days of fruit- 
less labor toward this end. Her cap- 
tain failed to find the place, and, fear- 
ng that his provisions and water woulc 
run short, returned home to report that 
either the rough charts of old Capt 
Martin and his associates were in er 
ror or else that some strange seismic 
phenomenon had caused the lost isle 
to disappear years ago, perhaps, for all 
that mortal soul knows. Spico is add 
cd to this romance by the fact that 
another TriBco captain 
located the 


place definitely a year or two before, 
and found a small colony there, which 
colnoy is still on the island, snipping 
guano in their own schooners, manned 
by numbers of their own party, to tho 
leading ports on the Pacific slope ol 
Korth and South America. 


Quite a number of expeditions have 


of late been made with the object ot 
wresting this valuable secret from the 
handful of men in whose possession i1 
is, and of participating in the spoils; 
and one of these daya we will, no doubt, 
bear of a sanguinary flght for the su- 
premacy between the present colonists 
nnd a party of marauders. Although 
the stories told about the unknown is 
land vary considerably, they all agree 
that it exists somewhere about 400 oi 
500 miles southwest of Clipperton, In 
a low coral atoll covered with the rich- 
•st phosphates. The place also has its 
legends of pirates' treasures, which 
may or may not have had any founda- 
;ion in fact. One of the expeditions of 
recent date, which have been fitted 
out to look for the island, was the Vine 
expedition. That vessel's owner claims 
,o have secured his knowledge of the 
ilace from the old sea captain named 
Martin, above referred to, who died 
:ome years ago, and who left an old 
chart among his belongings, which told 
of a small island in the south Pacific, 
lot down on the regular charts, enor- 
mously rich in guano.—.New Zealand 
Herald.

Spanish Point, on th« coast of Clare, 


reminds of the disaster to the great 
Spanish fleet. 


In the counties of Clare and Gain ay 


there is to be found at the present day 
a people differing- essential!} from any 
of the distincthe races existing on Irish' 
Boil. 
This people are descendants of 


the Spanish officers and soldiers who 
had been cast ashore during- the fearful 
Btorm -which destroyed the 
Spanish 


fleet. 


The race marks of this people are 


well defined. 
Crossed as it har been 


with the Milesian stock, its Spanish 
features offer a most interesting study, 
for they remain prominent. The men 
are tall, muscular, dark-featured, with 
black eyes and black hair The women 
have decided Spanish traits in their 
physique; they are usually tall, bru- 
nettes in some cases and fair in others; 
with large, expressive black eyes and 
an abundance of black hair. 
Their 


beauty reminds of the women of the 
Basque provinces, while among- them 
arc to be found the perfection of the 
female form in all Ireland. 


The marine village of Tuputelci, In 


New Guinea, would take a lot of beating 
on the score of singularity. Here the 
houses are all supported on piles, and 
stand right out in the ocean, some con- 
siderable distance from the shoie. Thu 
object of this strange position ia to pro- 
tect the inhabitants against suddeu at- 
tacks of the drendtd head-hunters, who 
are always on the lookout foi victims. 
Other villages in thu, happy land ore 
perched up in all but inaccessible trees, 
for the same weighty reason. 


Another curious place is o town with- 


out a name on out of the arms of Liike 
Huron. This consists of some 500 wood- 
en huts. During tbe summer these lit- 
tle dwellings are hidden away in a clear- 
ing on shore, and the town contains not 
a single inhabitant. But on the arrival 
of winter, when the lake is frozen over 
with a thick coating of ice, the owners 
of the huts arrive, and proceed to move 
their houses out on to the surf ace o.f the 
lake. The floor of the huts » taken up, 
and a hole cut through the ice. Through 
these holes the n sidimts fish, cairjing 
on their operations until the spring re- 
leases the lukc from its i*.y bonds, when 
this extraoidinaiy town i» once more 
biokeu up, the shanties go back to their 
resting place, and the fishermen seutter 
over the country. 
This plac.e even 


boasts a cuiing factory and a church, 
not to mention several snlouns—all on 
the ice. 


Athos, a town situated on a piomon- 


tory on the coast o£ Macedonia, well de- 
serves the title of the most cutioustowii 
in the universe. The peninsula is known 
as "The Mountain of the Mocks," from 
the fact that a scofe. 01 so of monas- 
teries aro dotted about the rough hill- 
sides or the valleys. In these estab- 
lishments dwell a numerous body of as- 
cetics, kind and hospitable to wujider- 
ers, but full of superstition, and believ- 
ing in the doctrine of separation to a 
wondcrf in degree. 


Tlie actual town, as disunct from its 


monastic enviions, is called Caiyes, and 
supplies the simple wants of the monks. 
Here are to be found sdeets of shops, 
crowded ba/ars, flourishing trades and 
oil the bustle and cnoi^y of a modern 
town. But one thing soon strikis the 
visitor as strange. ThTe is not a fe- 
male to be seen anywheie, for the 
gentler sex is rigorously banished from 
the place. Ev en the small Turkish gar- 
rison, from the commandant down to 
the privates, consists of bachelors

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TAKING PETS ABROAD 


Provision Is How Made for Travel 


ing Dogs, Cats and Birds. 


are !• Charged for the Ant*

To take a pet abroad generally in 


•urea much iucunv enience to both own 
er and animal, but it is a practice which 
i* becoming more common every year 
Special provision, for traveling dogs, 
eati and birds are now made by the 
various steampship lines, and » regulai 
rate of charges for them is maintained 


The regular fare froia New York to 


'Europe for a dog of ordinary size ant 
requirements is *10. This is the charge 
jnado by all lines, but some of them 
demand $20 for supplying passage anc 
first-class service to very large or im- 
portant members of the canine world 


As soon as the dog passenger 01 rives 


on board he must be turned over to the 
butcher, a fact which, were it moic gen- 
erally known, might open 6 new field to 
the humorous paragrnpher, or at leat>1 
sustain him in his oft-repeated 
face- 


tious to the dog as a food product. Bui 
it is patent the butcher does not reaii 
the comic papers, for he makes no effort 
to reduce Fido to sausage meat. 
In 


iitead he takes entire charge of him. dur- 
ing the voyage, and keeps him well fed 
and well housed in a kennel in the after 
part of the lower deck, for which service 
he expects, and usually receives, a sub 
stantial fee from Fido's owner. The 
dog is not permitted to run loose about 
the ship, and may not be taken into sa- 
loons or staterooms, but if the owner 
desires the company of his pet on deck 
for a part of the time each day the priv- 
ilege is usually granted, provided the 
dog is kept closely at its matter's i»ide, 
and not allowed to disturb or annoy 
O^her passengers, whether bipeds or 
quadrupeds. 


It is a matter of some difficulty to 


get a dog into England from this or 
any other country, owing to the restric- 
tions set forth in the importation of 
dogs order issued by the British board 
of agriculture two years ago. Before a 
dog is allowed to l.md from a foreign 
port the owner must fust obtain a li- 
cense for the disembarkation from the 
secretary of the board of agriculture 
and must sign, or have an authorized 
agent sign, an exhaiibthe statement 
about the animal. The .statement iji- 
cludes a fulj description of the dog, its 
breed, sex, age, color and marks, given 
lor the purpose of identification; the 
country from which it is proposed to be 
brought, the port at which it is pro- 
posed to be landed, the place to which 
it is proposed, after being landed, to be 
moved for such detention and isolation 
as may be required by the board, and 
also the route by which it is to be moved 
to such place of detention or isolation. 
That looks discouraging enough, but 
there is more to come in filling out the 
application for the license to land the 
red tape-entangled dog. The owner 
must convince the secretary that ho is 
to have a permanent residence in Great 
Britain, where th<e dog is to be kept. 
An American who applied recently for 
a license told the writer that the board 
had refused to grant it because he had 
8»t forth in his statement that he in- 
tended to make his home at a hotel in 
Kngland, as he has done for many sum- 
mers. The hotel, the board of agricul- 
ture replied, was hardly within the 
meaning of a "permanent residence." 
As for the detention and isolation of 
the dog. the board has the authority to 
put Fidoin quarantine (for that ia what 
It amounts to practically) for a period 
of half a year, if it is advisable, and that 
at the sole e*pense of the owner. 


Cats which go to Kurope trav el in the 


same class as dogs, $10 each, and are also 
looked after by the ship's butcher. The 
fare for birds varies a good deal with 
the different lines. One transatlantic 
company charges a regular fare of $5 
». cage for birds, and they have to be 
left, like the dogs and cats, with1 that 
overburdened mortal the butcher. An- 
other line charges a certain rate which 
varies in proportion to the size of the 
cage or number of cubic1 feet which it 
occfupies. A third company makes no 
charge for carrying a bird, and permits 
the owner to have it In hisstnterooro. 


Dogs, cats and birds are frequently 


afflicted with sea sickness, and manifest 
the symptoms of the dread disease for 
till the world like their masters. Often 
the birds succumb and die when two or 
three dfcvs out, but the doq-e and cats 
•eldom show signs of the 1?lnes« after 
the second day, and it Is very untisuaj 
for one of them to die at sea,—N. T. 
Sun. 


THE DEATH OF DARIUS. 


Alexander'* Okacrin «Jnd the Per* 


•ian Kinc'» Btaenaniml*? I*

Prof. Wheeler's aigtith paper on Al- 


exander the Great describes "Alexan- 
der's Mightiest Enttlf," wherein at 
Guugamela, wfUk 47,000 men, he over-, 
threw Dmriofl and his ml 111 on. Hia pur-' 
stdt of too Persian king, some months 
later, and hla failure, to" capture him 
alive, wtoc among1 the most striking in- 
cidents in the conqueror's history. 


"There was no time tor delay. Men 


and horses were already fatigued by the 
forced marches, but there could be no 
halt. It was a race for a prise Alex- 
ander hod set his heart upon gaining. 
On they want again over hill and val- 
ley, through the night and on until 
noon. Then they came to a village 
which the party had* left only the day 
before, but with the Intention of trav- 
eling by night. Still they were 24 hours 
ahead. Alexander's troop was almost 
exhausted. Did the villagers know of 
no shorter roadv There was one, but 
through a desert country, with no wa- 
ter for horse or man. Quickly trans- 
ferring COO selected infantrymen to ns 
many horses taken from the cavalry, 
and directing- the rest of the infantry 
to follow by the main road, he set off 
by the canter by the desert road. Men 
fell by the way, horses foundered, but 
all night long the mad chase was 
forced. Nearly 80 miles had been cov- 
ered. Then In the- gray morning light 
was discovered on ahead the strag- 
gling caravan. There was no prepara- 
tion for defense. One glimpse of those 
dreaded horsemen, and then, a wild 
scramble for life. The few who stayed 
to fight were cut down. Beasus and his 
aids had tried to induce the captive 
shah to mount a horse nnd flee, but he 
stoutly refused. Then they drove their 
javelins into his body and scurried 
off. 


'On down tlie dismantled line of the 


caravan the Macedonian riders came, 
no more than threescore able to keep 
pace with the leader. 'They rode over 
abundance of gold and silver that lay 
Mattered about, and passed by chariots 
full of women, which wandered hero 
nnd there for want of drivers, and still 
they rode on, hoping to overtake the 
van of the flight and find Darius there' 
(Plut.irch). But nowhere was Darius 
to be found, until at, last a rider, strag- 
gling nway from tie rest, found n 
wagon far away from tho road, by a 
valley pool where the frightened, un- 


uided mules had dragged it. In it lay 
the dying' shah. 'Still he asked lor a 
little cool water to drink, and when he 
had drunk h« said to Polystratus, who 
iad given it to him: "Sir, this la the 
bitter extremity of my ill fortune, to re- 
ceive a benefit which I cannot repay; 
but Alexander will repay you. The gods 
recompense to Alexander the kindness 
tie has done my mother and my wife 
and children. I give him through you 
this clasp of the hand.' 
With these 


words he took the hand of Polystratus 
and died. When Alexander reached the 
spot he was pained and distressed, as 
one could see, and he took oIT his own 
mantle and laid it upon the body and 
ivrapped it around' (Plutarch)."—Cen- 
tury.

"Irishmen are on their trail." This 


Is a phrase which has beea conatanUy 
on the lips of English people of lat«. 
The opinion has been called forth by 
the Inauguration of local government 
in Ireland, and the new system has been 
described as "an experiment," "a leap 
in the dark," of which none can foretell 
the consequences. 


Let us take a few typical examples ot 


the governing Irishmen. Let us glanco 
at the careers of some compatriots who 
in modern times have proved the con- 
tinuity of the national character, the 
character first exemplified in the an- 
cient Brehon laves, one of the wisest, 
ju&test and most elaborate code of laws 
drawn up in any age or country, the 
character which again asserted itself 
in 1782, the era of Irish legislative inde- 
pendence, when, In the words of Grat- 
tan, "public prosperity so crowded on 
the heel of the statute that the powers 
of nature seemed to Eland at the right 
hand of parliament." 


Spain, France nnd Austria are the 


three countries in which Irishmen have 
chiefly -attained renown, both as sol- 
diers and statesmen, but tlicir foot- 
prints may also be traced In the camps 
and senates of Itussia and Holland, Ba- 
varia, Portugal and Poland. 


From the flight of the eaile down to 


the present day the names of Irishhmcn 
have been entwined with the fortunes 
of Spain. O'Donel, dictator at Madrid; 
O'Reilly, ambassador from Spain to the 
court of Louis XIV.; Patrick Lawless, 
ambassador from Portugal to the same 
court; O'Sullivan, grandee of Spain; 
O'Uellly, JKavonagh and Nugent, Aus- 
trian marshals; Lacy and linmne, KUB- 
Hlan marshals, and these are a few of 
the names which spring to one's mind. 


Tho O'Donels of Spain, the Taafes of 


Austria and the MaoMahons of France 
are perhaps the- foremost. 
O'Donel, 


duke of Tetuan, is one of the most influ- 
ential grandees of Spain, a position 
which he and his ancestors have gained 
in recognition of valuable services ren- 
dered to the state. The career of the 
Irish-Austrian Taafes is no less illus- 
trious. 
During the seventeenth nnd 


eighteenth centuries their names have 
been blazoned on the roll of Imperial 
Austria. Nicholas Taafe, field marshal, 
who in 1738 won the famous victory of 
Belgrade over the Turks, and whose 
son succeeded him in turn to the post 
of chamberlain to tha emperor, is a 
picturesque figure, but as an example 
of administrative genius the late prime 
minister, Count Francis Taafe, is the 
most notable. He in recognized as one 
of the ablest of Austria's statesmen, and 
it is a significant fact that his policy al- 
ways trended in the direction.of extend- 
ing powers of self-government to the 
various nationalities comprising the 
empire. He was a federalist. In 1870, 
the y^ar in which Isaac But^ started his 
home rule movement, Count Taafe rec- 
ommended the Austrian emperor, as a 
member of his ministry, to grant au- 
tonomy to Bohemia. 


The natural ability of the Irishman 


for ruling was strikingly recognized at 
the time of the American war of inde- 
pendence, when the French acted as ol- 
lies of the new republic. The officers 
of the Irish brignde, under La Fayette, 
whose regiments engaged in the cam- 
paign, were appointed governors of the 
West Indian islands, which they had 
previously conquered. O'Durm became 
go^er^or of Grenada, Dillon of St. Chris- 
topher and Fitzmauricc of St. Eustaehu. 
The administration of these governors 
was equally praised by the English, 
French nnd American governments. 


Of all countries the United States ia 


that in which the Irish are the most 
prominent in public life. For the pur- 
pose of our argument it, perhaps, af- 
fords n better lllu&iration than do the 
countries above referred to; for on the 
continent of Europe the Irishmen who 
have distinguished themselves belong 
for the most part to the aristocracy, but 
in the republic of the west it is the 
masses, not the classes, who administer 
public affairs, and the rank aad file have

Homo days subscriptions were secured 
«!ualy and rapidly; other days she made' 
little or no head way. As the end of the 
month drew near things grew lees en- 
couraging. 
Her acquaintances had 


long ago been exhausted. The available 
territory in the virinity of her home had 
been thoroughly gone over, nnd people 
living at a distance, she found, were 
much lean apt to lend a sympathetic 
ear. Still, the list grew steadily, and 
there was always a fighting chance. 
The last day found her just a dozon 
subscriptions short, tired oftt and near- 
ly hopeless. She was casting*about in 
her mind for some way to raise the 
money necessary for the 32 subscrip- 
tions, when the door bell rang. It wns 
n note from a woman who hnd already 
subscribed, but contained a dollar and 
warm words of encouragement. This 
note was the first of many such mes- 
sages.
